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First  person :  A  journey  to  Satanism  and  back 


EDITORS'  NOTE:  This  is  a 
first-person  account  by  Gtoan 
Gamson.  pastor  of  Franklin  Church 
in  Bcttstoum,  Ga.,  as  told  to  Joe 
Westbury,  managing  editor  of  The 
Christian  Index,  newsjoumal  of  the 
Georgia  Baptist  Convention. 

BETTSTOWN,  Ga.  (BP)  -  In 
1994,  power  and  money  were 
my  gods.  Good,  bad,  or  indif¬ 
ferent,  that's  the  way  it  was.  I 
had  given  die  devil  my  heart 
and  would  do  whatever  I  felt 
he  wanted  me  to  do  to  get  what 
I  wanted  out  of  life. 

I  was  living  the  good  life  in 
California  with  my  wife  Judy 
and  two  daughters  but  was 
searching  for  purpose  and 
meaning.  That's  when  I  met  a 
practicing  witch,  who  was  one 
of  the  office  supervisors  where 
I  worked  as  the  department 
head.  She  served  under  me  and 
we  quickly  struck  up  a  profes¬ 
sional  relationship. 

The  witch  and  I  were  on  die 
same  material  wavelength  and 
she  taught  me  how  to  cast 
spells,  now  to  discern  the 
future,  how  to  influence  people 
and  have  power  over  them  1 
was  moving  up  die  ranks  and 
wanted  that  to  continue  as  long 
as  possible,  so  (the  witch's  abil¬ 
ities)  really  appealed  to  me. 
That's  how  I  became  involved 
in  Satanic  worship. 

No  one,  especially  my  family 
and  my  Christian  wife,  had  any 


and  my  Christian  wife,  had  any 
idea  of  my  gradual  involvement 
with  the  darker  side  of  life.  As  I 
acquired  Satanic  paraphernalia  • 
-  a  bible,  literature,  candles, 
books  on  how  to  cast  spells  -  1 
kept  them  all  safely  hidden  and 
would  practice  my  belief  away 
from  the  eyes  of  others.  I  knew 
they  would  not  understand  and 
I  didn't  want  to  explain. 

The  witch  and  I  worked  in 
tandem  in  the  office  environ¬ 
ment  and  I  thoroughly  began  to 
enjoy  persecuting  Christians.  I 
just  detested  them  for  some 
reason,  especially  as  die  Easter 
season  roiled  around  and  they 
asked  to  take  Good  Friday  as  a 
vacation  day. 

That  really  irritated  me  and  I 
would  always  come  up  with  a 
good  excuse  to  deny  the 
request.  "Sorry,  we  are  over¬ 
worked  and  understaffed" 
always  seemed  appropriate 
and  justifiable,  or  I  would  say 
that  others  with  more  seniority

day  off  to  go  to  church  and  that 
gave  me  a  considerable  amount 
of  satisfaction  and  fulfillment. 

One  of  our  employees, 
Susan  Conway,  was  especially 
bothersome. 

Susan  had  witnessed  to  me 
on  several  occasions  and  I  did 
everything  I  could  to  termi¬ 
nate  her.  (would  accept  addi¬ 
tional  administrative  respon¬ 
sibilities  to  bring  her  closer 
under  my  authority  but  it 
never  worked  out.  She  would 
be  transferred  to  another  unit 
or  something  would  happen. 


1  could  never  touch  her  and  it 
aggravated  me  to  no  end,  but  in 
her  own  gracious  manner,  she 
never  compromised  her  witness. 

There  was  such  a  hedge  of 
protection  around  her  that  I 
could  never  penetrate,  and  it 
really  bothered  me.  I  loved  per¬ 
secuting  Christians  and  she 
was  one  trophy  that  I  wanted 
on  my  wall. 

Then  one  day  in  1994  my 
daughter  Cammie  accepted 
Chnst  following  her  enrollment 
in  a  Christian  school  —  an 
enrollment  that  occurred  over 
my  objections.  I  didn't  care  for 
that  at  all  and  thought  it  was 
just  a  passing  teenage  phase 
and  wouldn't  last.  I  didn't  do 
anything  to  encourage  her  and 
tried  to  downplay  its  signifi¬ 
cance.  Looking  back  on  it  1 
don’t  know  how  I  could  have 
been  so  insensitive. 

When  Good  Friday  rolled 
around  I  received  the  usual 
requests  for  vacation  days  from 
Christians  and  turned  them 
down  with  the  usual  amount  of 
satisfaction,  but  that  year  some¬ 
thing  different  came  into  play. 

I  walked  into  my  office  and 
there  on  the  comer  of  my  desk 
was  a  free  ticket  to  a  drama 
called  The  Greatest  Story  Ever 
Told.  I  didn't  know  that  it  was  a 
passion  play  and  I  didn't  have 
anything  better  to  do  so  1 
thought I  would  go  see  it.  My 
marriage  was  in  jeopardy  and 
my  wife  and  two  daughters 
had  moved  to  be  near  her  par¬ 
ents,  who  were  in  failing 
health,  in  Bainbridge,  Ga. 

I  had  decided  we  were  at  a 
crossroads  and  1  would  divorce 
my  wife  because  money  and 
my  lucrative  job  was  more 
important  than  my  family. 

As  I  pulled  up  at  the  address 
on  the  ticket  1  was  surprised  to 
see  that  I  was  in  the  panting  lot 
of  a  large  church.  My  first  reac¬ 
tion  was  a  half-smile  and  to 
acknowledge  to  whomever  left 
the  ticket  on  my  desk,  "OK,  you 
got  me,"  but  I  was  still  con¬ 
fused,  thinking  that  perhaps 
the  drama  team  had  simply 
rented  the  facility  for  the 
evening  and  I  dismissed  any 
religious  connection. 

Triad  been  raised  in  a  family 
where  we  said  grace  before  our 


meals  but  that  was  pretty  much 
as  close  as  we  ever  got  to  God. 
In  fact,  my  father  once  decked  a 
pastor  because  he  didn't  like 
something  he  said.  On  this 
night  I  didn't  have  anything 
better  to  do  so  1  thought  I'd  go 
inside  and  see  the  play. 

To  my  surprise,  me  drama 
was  riveting  as  the  story  of  the 
betrayal  of  Christ  unfolded  in 
front  of  me.  As  the  drama  contin¬ 
ued,  1  became  especially  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  scene  ot  the  Laist  Supper. 

”1  wonder  where  he's  going," 
I  thought  to  myself. 

Then  the  set  changed  to  the 
Garden  of  Gethsemane  and  the 
doors  swung  open  and  two 
guys  dressed  like  Roman  sol¬ 
diers  walked  up  to  the  stage 
and  got  into  a  heated  discus¬ 
sion  with  the  disciples.  In  one 
fast  swing,  Peter  cut  off  the  ear 
of  one  of  tne  soldiers. 

Blood  spurted  everywhere 
and  I  thought,  "Wow,  that’s 
really  life-like."  I  was  thorough¬ 
ly  hooked  on  the  story. 

Then,  to  my  amazement, 
Jesus  put  the  ear  back  on  the 
soldier  and  the  blood  disap¬ 
peared.  The  next  thing  I  knew, 
they  were  dragging  Him  right 
by  me,  through  the  swinging 
doors  and  into  the  foyer. 

The  doors  closed  and  I  heard 
the  whips  hitting  His  back. 
Then  something  strange  began 
to  happen:  Every  time  die  wnip 
struck  Him  I  began  having  a 
very  sharp  pain  in  my  chest 


that  began  moving  down  my 
arm.  I  felt  like  1  was  having  the 
symptoms  of  a  heart  attack. 

Once  again  the  doors 
swung  open  and  Jesus  was 
standing  there  wearing  a 
crown  ot  thorns.  He  took  three 
steps  and  fell  in  the  aisle  right 
in  front  of  my  pew  and  looked 
up  into  my  eyes,  with  blood 
dripping  down  his  forehead, 
and  said,  "I  did  this  for  you." 

Goose  bumps  ran  down  my 
spine.  I  didn't  know  how  to 
respond.  He  was  speaking 
directly  to  me  like  He  had 
known  me  forever. 

Once  Jesus  got  to  the  stage, 
which  was  set  as  Calvary,  He 
began  crying  out  with  each  nail 
that  was  driven  into  his  flesh. 
And  each  time  the  hammer  hit 
the  nail  the  pain  in  my  own 
chest  returned.  1  knew  I  was 
having  a  heart  attack  and  mor¬ 
bidly  thought  to  myself,  "Well, 
at  least  I'll  die  in  church." 

"Father,  forgive  them  ..." 

Then  they  raised  the  cross 
with  Christ  attached,  dropped 
it  into  a  hole  on  the  stage  and 
a  tremendous  clap  of  thunder 
roared  over  the  speaker  sys¬ 
tem.  I  heard  Him  say  some¬ 
thing  remarkable:  ^'Father, 
forgive  them  for  they  know 
not  what  they  do." 

The  house  lights  went  down 
and  the  sanctuary  was  totally 
black.  As  the  lights  come  up, 
the  cross  was  empty.  I  was  used 
to  casting  spells  on  others,  but 
at  this  instance  I  was  spell¬ 
bound  by  the  gospel  story. 

The  pastor,  standing  under 
one  dim  light  at  the  Front  of 
the  sanctuary,  said,  "If  you  are 
hurting  in  your  heart  tonight, 

I  want  to  pray  for  you.  Please 
raise  your  hand."  With  pain 
running  from  my  heart  down 
my  arm  1  didn't  wait  a 
moment.  1  shot  my  hand  up, 
seriously  thinking  to  myself, 
"If  you  want  to  do  something, 
call  911." 

I  don’t  remember  how  I  got 
to  the  altar  when  the  invitation 
was  given,  1  just  remember 
kneeling  with  tne  pastor.  As  1 
prayed  the  sinner's  prayer,  the 
pain  immediately  left.  It  was 
/:55  p.m.  on  April  1,  1994.

For  as  long  as  1  can  remem¬ 
ber,  folks  have  talked  about  a 
"generation  gap."  One  of  the 
interesting  things  about  the  gap 
is  that  every  generation  thinks 
that  it  just  came  about  during 
their  generation.  I  think  not,  for 
it  seems  that  it  will  always  be 
with  us  as  people  move  along  in 
the  growing,  aging,  and  matur¬ 
ing  process.  Tne  basic  princi¬ 
ples  of  life,  even  the  solid  foun¬ 
dation  of  theological  truth  may 
not  change  at  all,  but  the  way 
we  see  things,  hear  things,  and 
are  able  to  get  to  or  from  things 
may  change  ever  so  gradually 
from  one  year  to  the  next. 

The  other  day  the  generation 
gap  struck  home  in  our  family. 
Two  of  the  grandkids  were  with 
one  of  the  mothers /aunts.  One 
boy  is  three  and  the  other  is  two, 
and  they  were  riding  in  the 
backseat  of  the  vehicle  in  their 
car  seats.  A  song  came  on  the 
radio  and  the  two-year  old  said, 
"Mama,  turn  that  up!  That's  a 
great  song;."  She  revved  up  the 
music  so  mat  he  could  enjoy  it. 
The  three-year  old  said,  lum 
that  down!  I  can't  even  hear  my 
ears."  The  controversy  began 
over  music,  how  loud  it  should 
be,  and  what  is  personally 
enjoyed.  I  doubt  that  either  of 
them  will  remember  the  conver¬ 
sation  but  no  doubt,  as  the  years 
pass  on  they  will  have  other 
conversations  related  to  the 
same  subject.  The  problem  that 
they  were  dealing  with  in  part  is 
the  problem  that  we  struggle 
with  all  along  the  way  in  lifeTvve 
do  not  recognize  the  differences 
that  invariably  come  in  our  lives 
that  create  different  opinions, 
feelings,  and  appreciations.

They  did  not  know  or  at  least 
they  did  not  acknowledge  the 
stage  of  life  in  which  they  found 
themselves.  Just  think  about  it. 
There  is  a  huge  difference 
between  a  two-year  old  and  a 
three-year  old.  In  fact,  there  is  a 
difference  of  one-third  of  a  life 
span.  That  is  easy  to  see  in  a 
couple  of  little  kids  with  virtu¬ 
ally  no  differences  in  their  lives 
but  the  vast  difference  in  age.  It 
certainly  makes  a  difference  in 
what  they  hear,  how  they 
process  information,  and  in 
what  they  like.  It  is  not  a  matter 
of  right  or  wrong  and  good  or 
bad,  so  much  as  it  is  lust  the 
stage  where  you  are  in  life.  The 
more  years  tnat  pass  by  and  the 
more  influences  and  experi¬ 
ences  that  come  into  your  life 
the  more  complicated  the  stages 
become.  People  do  not  recog¬ 
nize  the  needs,  the  interests, 
and  the  desires  that  exist  at  the 
various  stages  unless  they 
understand  or  care  about  the 
needs  of  those  around  them. 

Everywhere  you  go  you  can 
see  folks  dealing  with  the  vari¬ 
ous  stages  of  life.  Some  time 
ago  we  were  on  vacation  down 
on  the  coast.  One  night  we 
went  to  a  restaurant  and  as  we 
walked  in  the  door  there  was  a 
big  sign  that  said,  "If  the  music 
is  too  loud,  you  are  too  old." 


We  stayed  and  the  food  was 
good,  but  1  was  too  old. 

Another  thing  that  some¬ 
times  is  left  out  of  the  evalua¬ 
tion  process  is  the  page.  Most 
everybody  is  somewhat  on  a 
different  page  from  other 
folks.  What  I  am  referring  to  is 
simply  the  personal  prefer¬ 
ences  that  folks  may  have.  It  is 
amazing  that  we  human 
beings  can  be  wired  up  so 
individually  and  uniquely  dif¬ 
ferent.  We  not  only  like  differ¬ 
ent  things,  but  we  passionate¬ 
ly  like  different  things.  The 
best  I  can  remember  when  1 
was  a  kid  is  when  we  had  a 
choice  of  chocolate  ice  cream 
or  vanilla  ice  cream.  All  of 
these  new-fangled  concoc¬ 
tions  were  yet  to  be  invented. 
I  loved  chocolate  and  won¬ 
dered  what  was  wrong  with 
folks  who  would  pass  by 
chocolate  and  choose  vanilla. 
Now  I  prefer  vanilla  over 
almost  any  other  ice  cream. 
We  do  tend  to  get  on  different 
pages  as  we  move  along,  but 
personal  preferences  are  just 
who  and  what  we  are.  Just 
look  at  the  colors  that  people 
aint  their  homes  or  the  com- 
ination  of  colors  that  people 
wear.  Just  count  the  different 
colors  of  cars  that  you  see  in  a 
mile.  The  manufacturing 


genius,  Henry  Ford,  once  said 
of  the  Model  T,  "You  can  buy 
it  in  any  color,  as  long  as  it  is 
black."  Obviously,  folks 
decided  they  wanted  other 
colors  because  not  everybody 
has  to  live  or  drive  on  the 
same  page. 

One  other  thing  that  needs 
to  be  kept  in  mind  is  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  rage.  Rage  does  not 
need  to  be  a  part  of  tne  issue  as 
we  deal  with  our  different 
approaches  or  our  different 
faiths.  There  have  been  times 
when  I  have  actually  talked 
with  folks  in  our  churches  that 
were  so  angry  and  upset 
because  the  music  was  too 
loud,  the  songs  were  too  differ¬ 
ent,  and  they  wanted  to  express 
their  rage.  Tne  truth  is  that  God 
is  not  so  much  looking  for  deci¬ 
bel  ratings  or  checking  to  see 
the  date  of  authorship  on  any 
song  of  praise  to  Him,  Dut  He  is 
looking  at  our  hearts.  Sadly,  our 
attitudes  may  do  far  more  to 
damage  the  Kingdom  of  God 
than  tne  setting  of  a  new  song 
ever  would. 

To  my  two  grandsons  I  say, 
"Boys,  calm  down.  Just  because 
the  song  does  not  suit  vour 
fancy  or  it  is  turned  up  too  loud 
or  down  too  low,  it  is  far  better 
for  you  to  be  good  cousins  and 
great  friends  than  for  you  to 
allow  some  noise  around  you  to 
become  a  racket  between  you 
and  cause  both  of  you  to  encl  up 
with  a  sour  disposition. "  By 
God's  grace,  with  His  help,  and 
with  effort  on  each  of  our  parts, 
we  can  bridge  the  generation 
gaps  that  exist  among  us.

In  Chapiter  15,  Jesus  conclud¬ 
ed  this  teaching  on  love  and  obe- 


Verse  11  says  that  Jesus  shared  all 
of  these  teachings  so  the  disciples 
would  have  joy.  He  wanted  them 
to  have  a  joyful  existence,  an 
abundant  life.  He  knew  their  joy 
would  be  complete  only  when 

n  remained  in  His  love. 

erses  13  and  14  make  it 
clear  that  these  men  were  not 
just  Jesus'  followers,  but  they 
were  also  His  friends.  In  verse 
15,  Jesus  says  He  had  taken 
them  into  His  confidence. 
Their  relationship  was  more 
than  just  follower  and  teacher. 
He  had  disclosed  the  Father's 
plan  to  them.  Remember  these 
men  w-ere  about  to  be  Jesus' 
voice  after  He  was  gone. 

Verse  16  shows  us  why  Jesus 
chose  these  men.  The  common 


practice  of  that  day  was  for  fol¬ 
lowers  of  a  rabbi  to  choose 
whom  they  wanted  to  follow. 
This  was  not  the  case  with  Jesus' 
disciples.  He  chose  them  and 
did  so  with  a  purpose  in  mind. 
He  wanted  them  to  bear  fruit. 
He  had  a  mission  for  them  and 
the  Father  would  answer  their 
requests  in  order  to  accomplish 
the  mission.  Producing  this  last¬ 
ing  fruit  would  only  come  from 
remaining  in  His  love. 

We  should  come  to  Jesus  as  a 
child,  understanding  that  loving 
Him  is  simple.  The  process 
begins  with  Jesus  commanding 
us  to  love  one  another.  Loving 
one  another  allows  us  to  grow  in 
our  love  for  Christ.  Our  love  for 
Christ  must  always  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  obedience.  Obedience 
means  that  we  remain  in  His 
love.  Remaining  in  His  love 
brings  us  joy.  As  we  experience 
joy  completely,  we  produce  the 
lasting  fruit  He  created  us  to  bear.

Stay  Focused  on  God's  Purposes 

1  Peter  4:7-19 


Ivan  Parke 


1  Peter  4:7  begins  with  the 
Doctrine  of  Last  Things, 
Eschatology.  The  Apostle  wrote. 
The  end  of  all  Bungs  is  at  hand" 
(see  also  1:5,  7, 13,  20;  2:12). 

The  future  fuels  curiosity, 
inspires  bizarre  predictions. 
Peter,  however,  did  not  speculate. 
He  used  a  "therefore,"  in  verse  7, 
to  connect  eschatology  and  ethics 
(principles  that  govern  conduct). 
1.  "Ena  times"  demand  an 
urgency  and  a  unity. 

Verses  7-11  overflow  with 
instructions.  Why?  An  awareness 
of  the  "end"  heightens  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  "immediate."  Life  is 
lived  in  the  present. 

Two  commands  conclude 
verse  7.  The  verbs,  "be  of  sound 
judgment"  and  "be  sober"  (see 
also  1 :13;  5:8)  depict  clear  think¬ 
ing,  a  levelheadedness.  The 
"end  times"  can  shake  one's 
composure,  but  desperation,  as 


a  disposition,  inhibits 
effectual  praying. 

Reciprocal  pronouns,  I 
translated  "one  another," 
appear  in  the  next  three  verses: 

1a]  "keep  fervent  in  vour  love 
Gk.  agape]  for  one  another"  (v. 
8),  [bf  '*be  hospitable  to  one 
another"  (v.  9),  and  (c]  "serving 
one  another"  (v.  10).  Each  com¬ 
bination  of  verb  or  adjective 
and  reciprocal  pronoun  repre¬ 
sents  a  selfless  action  that  binds 
believers  together.  Unity  mat¬ 
tered  to  Peter;  it  had  mattered 
to  Jesus  too  (see  Jn.  17:11,  20- 
23).  To  value  unity,  read 
Ecclesiastes  4:9-12. 

In  verse  8,  Peter  repeated  an 
earlier  charge  (see  1:22)  to  love 
"deeply"  (NIV).  Such  a  love 
counteracts  (i.e.,  "cover,"  "hide," 
or  "bury")  a  host  of  human 
flaws  that  can  undermine  unitv 
(see  also  Pr.  10:12;  17:9;  1  Cor. 
13:4-7;  Jas.  5:20).  NO  fellowship 
of  believers  is  perfect. 


In  verse  9,  Peter 
encouraged  his  readers 
to  move  outside  their 
comfort  zones,  to  inter¬ 
act  with  all  believers. 
The  Greek  adjective, 
translated  "hos¬ 
pitable,"  literally 
means  "love  of 
stranger."  Hospitality 
_  .  assumes  access  to  one's 

home.  Unity  transcends 
corporate  worship  on  Sundays. 

In  verse  10,  Peter  referred  to 
spiritual  gifts  (Gk.  charisma), 
expressions  of  God's  grace  (Gk. 
Charis  (see  also  Rom.  12:6-8). 
Unlike  a  skill  (e.g.,  carpentry), 
talent  (e.g.,  musical),  or  ability 
(e.g.,  throwing  a  baseball),  spir¬ 
itual  gifts  have  NO  marketabil¬ 
ity  in  the  world.  The  Holy 
Spirit  distributes  them  (1  Cor. 
12:4,  7-11),  equipping  believers 
to  serve  God  and  each  other. 

Every  member  of  the  Church 
receives  a  gift;  no  one  receives 
everv  gift.  Consequently,  you 
need  wnat  I  possess  and  I  need 
what  you  possess,  an  interde¬ 
pendency  that  promotes  unit)' 
IF  we  are  "good  stewards."  The 
Greek  verb,  translated  "serv¬ 
ing"  or  "minister"  (KJV),  is  a 
present  tense  participle,  con¬ 


veying  continuous  action;  indi¬ 
cating  that  service  or  ministry 
is  a  lifelong  obligation. 

Verses  8-10  answer  the  ques¬ 
tion,  "What  should  believers 
do?"  Verse  11  answers  a  follow¬ 
up  question,  "How  should 
believers  do  what  they  do?" 
Peter  specified,  "As  God 
leads":  ''speaking  the  very 
words  of  God  ...  with  the 
strength  God  provides"  (NIV). 
As  a  result,  only  God  gets  the 
glory  (see  also  1  Cor.  10:31).  A 
doxology  (literally  "word  of 
gloiy")  fittingly  ends  verse  11. 

1  "Tough  tunes"  require  teach¬ 
ableness  and  trust 

Verses  12-19  refer  to  religious 
persecution  "for  the  sake  of 
righteousness"  (Mt.  5:10):  see 
"snare  the  sufferings  of 
Christ" (v.  13),  "for  the  name  of 
Christ"  (v.  14),  "as  a  Christian" 
(v.  16),  and  "according  to  the 
will  of  God"  (v.  19).  In  this 
wicked  world,  innocent  suffer¬ 
ing  is  inevitable  (v.  12). 

Believers  face  another 
inevitability:  God  using  an 
undeserved  "trial"  (NIV)  as 
"testing"  (v.  12;  see  also  Gen. 
22:1-14;  Job  1-2;  Jas.  1:2-4).  Peter 
understood  the  stakes.  Years 
earlier,  in  the  Upper  Room, 


lesus  had  notified  him,  "Satan 
nas  demanded  permission  to 
sift  you  like  wheat;  but  I  have 
prayed  for  vou,  that  vour  faith 
may  not  fail"  (Lk.  22:31-32). 
Hours  later,  the  disciple  denied 
the  Master  three  times. 

Attitude,  during  hardship, 
determines  outcome:  to  suc¬ 
cumb  or  to  overcome.  Hence, 
Peter  decreed,  "keep  on'  rejoic¬ 
ing"  (v.  13),  "you  are  blessecf"  (v. 
14),  and  "glorify  God"  (v.  16). 
Hie  verbs,  "keep  on  rejoicing" 
and  "glorify,"  are  commands. 

God  holds  His  followers  to  a 
higher  standard:  "It  is  time  for 
judgment  to  begin  with  the 
household  of  God"  (v.  17;  see 
also  Am.  3:2).  Therefore,  Peter 
reminded  his  readers  to  do 
what  was  right  (v.  19;  see  also 
2:15,  20;  3:6,  17).  Suffering  an 
injustice  is  not  a  "pass"  to  be 
unjust  (see  Rom.  12:17-19). 

Righteousness  regardless  is 
possible  IF  we  trust  God  as  "faith¬ 
ful"  (v.  19;  see  also  1  Cor.  10:13). 
"At  the  revelation  of  His  glory" 
(v.  13),  suffering  shall  cease.
